Awaiting a reply from Camp Crowder concern- 
ing the whereabouts of Bill Case, John Geist 
checked the statements of Taylor's family. It is 
sufficient to say that, in each and every instance 
their stories proved conclusively that the killings 
could not possibly have been by any member of 
the family. Geist's reason for the close checking 
of the Taylors was that there was considerable 
money and property involved, which, in event of 
the Lyneses' death, was to be inherited by the 
Taylors.

Sheriff Geist did not want to believe what he 
heard, but his duty was clear. He approached Rad' 
Icy Taylor again. 

"Rad," he asked, "would you be willing to take 
a lie-detector test in Toledo?"

On the first of December, at 9 A.M., Sheriff 
Getst and Radley Taylor reached Toledo Head 
quarters. By the end of that day Radley Taylor 
had confessed to three murders, primarily for the 
inheritance money!
